THE OUTLOOK IN KENTUCKY. 


Great interest is attached to several of 
the elections that will Occur next Tues- 
day. That in New York State will de- 
termine the fate of Presidential 
aspirants in both parties. In New York 
City the fate of Tammany hangs in the 
balance. In Maryland there is a prospect 
that Gormanism may become an abated 
nuisance in politics. In Ohio the qués- 
tion to be decided is whether or not an- 
other “sugar Senator” from New York 
will be returned to the United States Sen- 
ate. In Iowa Allison is striving for a 
big majority as a starter for his Presi- 
dential boom. But more eyes are watch- 
ing the result in Kentucky than are 
turned towards all the other elections 
put together. 

What this result is to be is probably 
already determined. It ts not likely that 
many votes will be changed between now 
and next Tuesday. The real work of the 
campaign has been completed, and it is 
now possible to\gum up the probable 
outcome of the voting. 

In order to secure information on these 
points at first hand, the Post-Dispatch 
has sent a well-informed staff corre- 
spondent to Kentucky, and the first of 
his letters appears in to-day’s issue. 
Another will be published to-morrow, 
and a third in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
The facts embodied in these letters are 
obtained from the leaders on both sides, 
and from men not actively engaged in 
campaign work, but who are in a position 
to measure political forces with accuracy. 
The reader of these letters will be pre- 
pared to discount next Tuesday’s result, 
so far as Kentucky is concerned. 


THE VENEZUELAN CONTROVERSY. 


In à published letter, Gen. N. Bolet 
Peraza, former Venezuelan Minister to 
this country, gives a clear statement of 
the dispute between Venezuela and Great 
Britain over Gutane territory. 

Gen. Paraza’s statement emphasizes 
the conclusion convéyed by semi-official 
information..already made public that 
Great Britain has not a shadow of right 
to a large part of the territory she is 
now attempting to seize. There seems to 
be overwhelming proof, in fact, Mr. 
Blaine so designated it when, as Secre- 
tary of State, he investigated the case, 
that Great Britain is endeavoring to ad- 
vance the boundary of Guiana far beyond 
the extremest line she formerly claimed 
as the boundary. , 

The recognized boundary of British 
Guiana when it was ceded to Great Brit- 
ain by Holland was the Esquibo River, 
but im 1841 Great Britain sent an enginéer 
to survey the territory and he drew the 
now famous Schomburgh line, which took 
in a large part of Venezuelan territory 
as part of British Guiana. Great Britain 
subsequently receded from the Schom- 
burgh claim, agreed to destroy the stakes 
and have the boundary settled by a joint 
commission. But she now claims more 
than the Schomburgh survey gave her, 
including the mouth of the Orinoco River, 
which gives her command of the great 
river system of South America. 

The salient point in the controversy is 
that Great Britain has admitted that 
no. boundary has rightfully been estab- 
lished4 The dispute is one which Great 
Britaih has recognized as a proper sub- 
ject of arbitration and mutual agree- 
ment. Her attempt to seize disputed ter- 
ritory without regard to Venezuelan. 
rights or protests is a case of bald ag- 
gression and a plain infringement of the 
Monroe doctrine.

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In the invention of an electric automobile 


plow science has made another stride in the 
direction of the horseless age, and one which 


the farmer will be likely to regard with 


peculiar interest. The steam plow, which 
is already familiar on the vast farms of the 
West, has the drawbacks of great cost, 
cumbersome size and the difficulty of secur- 
ing supplies of fuel and water for the en- 
gine. In the electric plow, which is a Ger- 
man invention of recent origin, many of 


these defects are remedied. It may be op- 


erated from a central plant in a distant 
town by means of wires strung on poles to 
the farm, or it may be more conveniently 
run from an ordinary steam engine and 
dynamo on the farmer’s own premises. The 
plow is a huge two-wheeled affair with a 
motor fastened upon it connected by wires 
with the dynamo. In operating it a stout 
cable, anchored at each end, is stretched 
from end to end of the field and the plow 
moves by working the cable over a shaft. 
When the end of the furrow is reached the 
plow is tipped over, the current reversed 
and the furrow in the other direction is be- 


gun.

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FEMALE INSANITY. 


The Expert's Description of 
Women Going Mad. 


In my OW country, and I believe in most 
ethers, asi is more prevalent among 
women ‘meh. The statistics of a large 
hospita) y that out of 4404 persons of 
unsoun® mind Admitted during the year, 2,622 
belonged to the female sex and 1.782 to the 
male. Of number 4 per cent of the 
males were and s per cent of the fe 
males. Of deaths the males were 6 per 
cent and the females 4 per cent. Of the to- 
tal there were 47 per cent more

On an analysis of each month taken in- 
dividually I find that in the month of May 
the test number of female curable 
lunatics was admitted, and smallest 
in January. Less females were discharged 
cured during the early part of the year 
than in any other part of it. As I have 
said, most deaths occurred in the months 
of January, February and March, and the 
least in April, May and June. 

With these data to guide us we may ra- 
tionally conclude that, as the temperature 
of the weather diminishes and the year 
draws to a close, so may we form a more 
favorable opinion respecting the prognosis 
in cases of insanity in women. On the other 
hand, seeing that insanity is so much more 
prevalent in summer than in winter, e 
suiting cause, whether physical or moral, 
Gught to be carefully a st in 
the former season, especially in those 
Women who are in any way liable to or in 
Whom has been develo any previous 
Attack. 

The influence of moral causes is greater 
in the insanity of women than among men. 
This shows itself especi in melancholia, 
to which women are very liable.

The most active causes in the production 
of mental diseases in both sexes are sensual 
excesses, pecuniary anxiety and domestic 
cares.

In man 
the order of importance is: G Sensual ex- 
cesses (in which drink plays an important 
part); O pecuniary anxieties; O domestic 
cares. In woman the order exactly re- 
versed, domestic cares being the predom- 
Ens influence and sensual excesses the 
east.

now better known, neurasthenia, plays an 
important part in unhinging the minds of 
those women who are p to men- 
tal disorders. Hysterical symptoms of all 
kinds very frequently are the forerunners of 
mental alienation. toms assume 
the most varied form and are complicated 
with epileptic and cataleptie conditions. 
Among the nervous,symptoms met with 
in the hysterical character which may ul- 
timately lead to mental aberration is a spe- 
cial form of convulsive cough.

About twenty years ago the demands for 
a great park were 80 12 that several 
gentlemen, of whom 1 was one, und@ertook 
to establish Forest Park. After failing to 
get one bill. through the Legislature, pass- 
ing a second bill which was defeated by 
Mr. Chouteau and others in the courts, we 
finally succeeded in passing a bill which was 
held to be valid after a flerce litigation 
from the same quarter. The members of 
the Legislature from that northern and 
southern portion of this city declined to sup- 
port the bill unless parks were also estab- 
ished in their sections of the city. This 
was finally agreed to by myself and friends. 
Carondelet and O'Fallon parks were estab- 
lished in thie way. are yy 

“At that time there was not a horse car 
nor a ‘bob-tail’ running anywhere near 
Forest Park. Not a house in the city 
could be seen from it. Many of our best 
citizens considered it a monstrous oppress- 
ion. For instance, Mr. Garard B. Allen 
wanted to sell it out for a cemetery. The 
cable and electric roads, which have been 
since invented, have made the three parks 
accessible to the masses. The tax in th 
neighborhood of Forest Park no doubt no 
pays the interest on the bonds issued for 
its purchase and improvements, and will 
soon, if set + ge for that gp create 
a sinking fund which will pay the principal 
— thus the city gets the park for noth- 
ng. , 

ut still greater improvements are now 
being perfected in urban transportation. 
The pulation is rapidly going beyond the 
city limits. When I came to St. Louis Sev- 
enth street was the west boundary. The 
city was then extended to Sixteenth street, 
then again to Grand avenue, and lastly to 
the present limits, a distance of six miles 
from Seventh street. Each time it was sup- 
posed that the extension embraced enough 
territory for generations to Some. But the 
people ere do not live like they do in 

urope; and there is no use in comparing 
St. Louis with London, Paris or Berlin.
